Pending  the 
receipt  of  such  information,  principals  may  register  pupils  from 
oral  statements.  A California  state  law  requires  students  to 
attend  school  until  they  attain  their  eighteenth  year  or  have 
been  graduated  from  the  twelfth  grade  of  a high  school. 

In  the  pages  of  this  directory  will  be  found  listings  covering 
almost  every  type  of  modern  educational  offering  designed  to 
meet  the  needs  of  pupils  and  students  af  all  ages.  Adult  students 
may  obtain  supplementary  information  regarding  the  rich  pro- 
gram offered  in  the  vocational  and  technical  field  by  addressing 
the  office  of  the  Superintendent,  135  Van  Ness  Avenue,  San 
Francisco  94102.
